2. On dated 11.05.2013 at 03.30 hrs, a rescue call was received by Fire & Emergency Service 
Station, Aizawl about the collapse of a five storied PWD, RCC building at Faipuitlang Ramhlun 
Venglai area, Aizawl, Mizoram. Immediately, Fireman, Shri Falnghahmawia, Shri C. Falawmpuia 
and Shri B. Vanlalruattluanga rushed to the spot with Fire Tender and equipment. 
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On reaching at the scene of incident, it was observed that the five storied PWD, RCC building 
which was constructed at the top of the hillock was collapsed and tumbled down over the thick 
residential area about 500ft below. The damage was so devastating that seven numbers of RCC 
building and eight numbers of Semi-pucca buildings with several vehicles were completely 
damaged and buried under fragmented RCC buildings and soil. The movement of damaged 
building and landslide were still going on when the crew surveyed the area. Under the debris, deep 
inside of one damaged building they heard one person crying for help. These three firemen without 
caring to the falling debris and to their lives started crawling down through a small hole, removing 
and clearing heaps of rubbles on the creepy and dark way. After an hour they reached to the place 
where one lady was trapped and crying for help. The three firemen took their turns to pull a 
trapped lady named Mrs. Nambaarliani and finally brought her out alive around 0500hrs. The three 
Firemen kept on rescuing others trapped persons and were instrumental in rescuing eight other 
persons alive from the rubbles and debris along with 17 dead bodies from deep inside the collapsed 
RCC buildings.

No. 57-Pres/2014—'The President is pleased on the occasion of the Republic Day, 2014 to 
award the Bar to Tatrakshak Medal for Gallantry to Commandant Prabhdeep Singh Malhotra, TM 
(0305-Q). 


CITATION 


Commandant Prabhdeep Singh Malhotra, TM (0305-Q) joined the Indian Coast Guard on 
11 January 1992. 

2. On 24 September 2013, an information was received at Indian Coast Guard Air Station 
Daman regarding a mentally unsound lady stranded on a rock in the middle of Daman Ganga river 
in spate at village Naroli, Silvassa. It was established that the situation is likely to deteriorate 
further due to impending release of water from Madhuban Dam as it was brimming up to its danger 
mark. The weather over Daman and in the surrounding area was very bad. 
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3. Commandant PS Malhotra rushed to the helicopter CG 821 with his team and took off at 
1045 hours for rescuing the stranded lady. Weather further deteriorated en-route and visibility 
dropped to almost zero. Despite his persistent efforts, CG 821 was not able to proceed towards 
datum due to bad weather and he had to return base for refuelling. Meanwhile, information was 
received from Administration that release of water from Madhuban Dam cannot be stopped for 
more time due to heavy ingress of water and there was a window of about 45 minutes only for the 
rescue of stranded lady. 


4. Despite inclement weather, the officer with his team again took off the helicopter at 1220 
hours. He decided to fly low over Daman Ganga river to avoid low Cumulonimbus (CB) clouds and 
other obstructions. He asked his co-pilot Assistant Commandant Pawandeep Singh to keep a sharp 
look out for high tension cables across the river. He also kept a close watch on all engine 
parameters and flying instruments while navigating his way through poor visibility. They managed 
to penetrate bad weather this time and to reach the datum in time. The officer, without wasting any 
time, managed to establish a steady hover over the rock in the middle of flooding river despite 
gusty winds and lowered free diver to assist the lady in distress. The stranded lady was finally 
winched up from the rock at 1240 hours. After winching up free diver, the officer managed to 
locate a nearby landing place and successfully landed there. The lady was then transferred to 
waiting medical team. On completion of Search and Rescue (SAR) mission the officer again took 
off from the datum and returned back to base safely at 1300 hours. 

5. Commandant Prabhdeep Singh Malhotra, TM (0305-Q) has accredited himself well and 
therefore he is awarded the Bar to Tatrakshak Medal (Gallantry).

CITATION 

Commandant Vikas Narayan Singh (0273-S) joined the Indian Coast Guard on 06 January 

1991. 


2. On 30 July 2013, a message was received from police control room regarding capsizing of 
canoe “Vishav Fishery” with eight fishermen reported missing out at sea. The police requested for 
a helicopter Search and Rescue (SAR) effort to locate the missing fishermen, as search by boats 
was not feasible due to rough sea conditions. Being the second month of monsoon, Goa had been 
experiencing heavy rainfall and on that morning the weather was very bad. The squadron was 
tasked for immediate launch of Helicopter for the SAR of the distressed men. 

3. Realizing the criticality of situation due to bad weather and very low visibility compounded 
by heavy rains, Commandant Vikas Narayan Singh, being the Squadron Commander of 800 
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Squadron(CG) and the senior most pilot decided to involve himself for this mission and planned 
accordingly. Within minutes of receiving SAR signal, helicopter got airborne at 1120 hours and 
transited to Mobor beach, Goa as per plan. Intermittent heavy showers made it impossible for the 
officer to attempt high speed transit and the helicopter resorted to track crawling along the coast 
line. On reaching Mobor, the helicopter proceeded to the designated position to establish search 
pattern. Poor weather necessitated ‘low and slow reccee’ so as not to miss out on any floating 
object or debris. After 10 minutes of flying, a heap of floating fishing nets was sighted. 

4. On coming to the datum, initially only floating nets and buoys were sighted, further the 
officer estimated that the fishermen should have been drifted in the vicinity. As they were not 
anywhere in and around the Fishing nets, the low visibility and the rain downpour necessitated that 
the helicopter flies further low to search for individuals. The officer decided to take the risk beyond 
call of duty and flew further low, finally he could locate the fishing crew clinging to thin strands of 
blue nets. 

5. Maintaining steady hover in such weather condition was a herculean task as the strong gusty 
winds were constantly shifting the helicopter away from the point of hover, whereas the choppy sea 
conditions did not allow the pilot to settle at a safe height above water. Also, non-awareness of the 
fishermen regarding rescue strop usage complicated the situation. 

6. The officer briefed the crew for attempting quick-low hover rescue runs wherein the 
helicopter would be brought to low hover for short periods to effect safe winch up and 
simultaneously keeping clear of the wave crests for aircraft safety. The arduous and skilful mission 
resulted in rescue of three precious lives to safety. The officer returned on disembarking three 
survivors on beach and directed the life guards in their water scooters towards the few other 
fishermen. Altogether, eight precious lives were saved during the operation. 

7. Commandant Vikas Narayan Singh (0273-S) has accredited himself well and therefore he is 
awarded the Tatrakshak Medal (Gallantry).

No. 59-Pres/2014—The President is pleased on the occasion of the Republic Day, 2014 to 
award the Tatrakshak Medal for Gallantry to Mahavir, Uttam Adhikari (Quarter Armour), 01029-R. 

CITATION 

Mahavir, Uttam Adhikari (Quarter Armour), 01029-R joined the Indian Coast Guard on 
31 December 1986. 

2. Indian Coast Guard Ship(ICGS) Sumadra Prahari on 06 July 2013, was tasked to undertake 
fire fighting operations on the derelict of ‘MOL Comfort’, which had earlier broken into two parts 
and the aft portion of the ship had sunk in the Arabian Sea. The remaining portion of the ship was 
being towed by Shipping Corporation of India (SCI) Tug Urja, when some containers caught fire. 
Accordingly, ship was involved in rendering fire fighting assistance on the derelict from 08 July 
2013. In addition to SCI Tug Urja that was towing the derelict, tow other tugs viz., Capricorn and 
Zakheer Emperor were in vicinity to render necessary assistance. 
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3. Whilst the ship was undertaking fire fighting operations on 09 July 2013, at about 1130 hrs, 
the Master of SCI Tug Urja intimated the requirement of medical evacuation of the Tug’s Chief 
Engineer, Mr MD Naik, aged 45 years, an Indian national, who had severed the middle finger of his 
right hand while working on the Air-conditioner Plant. Accordingly, medical evacuation was 
planned. In the area sea state was 5, winds of 35-40 knots and 5 meters tall swell. The ship was 
rolling to 30 degrees due to the prevailing heavy weather. SCI Tug Urja was requested to explore 
the feasibility of transferring the patient on either Capricorn or Zakheer, who could in turn transfer 
the patient on ICG ship. Both these tugs expressed inability to undertake transfer of patient. It was 
then decided to undertake the medical evacuation utilizing the ships Gemini. Mahavir, willingly 
came forward and volunteered to be part of the Gemini crew. The Gemini was, thereafter, lowered 
with the experienced crew. Even after the Gemini was lowered in much safer conditions, it toppled 
with all crew members falling over board, who were rescued by the ship’s maneuvers. Herein also, 
Mahavir displayed exemplary courage, wherein, he swam and set the Gemini upright after 
humongous effort. Thereafter, the Gemini made several attempts to go alongside SCI Tug Urja, 
however, this could not succeed due to tall waves and dangerous rolling of SCI Tug Urja. During 
the entire exercise, the Gemini’s outboard motor kept tripping, since the propeller was frequently 
coming out of water due insufficient cooling from sea water due to tall waves and the Gemini was 
drifting dangerously close to the burning derelict. He kept his calm and kept getting the outboard 
motor started and maneuvered the Gemini to safety. Taking into consideration the safety of the 
Gemini and own crew, the attempt to undertake medical evacuation by the Gemini was called off. 
Other methods to evacuate the patient directly from SCI Tug Urja into own ship by maneuvers were 
attempted, however, the same also proved futile, since both the tug and own ship were rolling 
heavily. Any further attempt to effect medical evacuation of patient was aborted due to fading 
sunlight and worsening weather. 


4. It was decided to attempt medical evacuation again on the morning of 10 July 2013. Again, 
Mahavir came forward to be a part of the Gemini crew despite being fully aware of the perils 
involved. The operation was undertaken in extremely rough sea conditions and the patient was 
safely evacuated and brought to own ship and then taken to Mumbai. 


5. Mahavir, Uttam Adhikari (Quarter Armour), 01029-R has accredited himself well and 
therefore he is awarded the Tatrakshak Medal (Gallantry).

(Engine Room), 07694-Q. 


CITATION 

Devaraj Suresh Kumar, Uttam Sahayak Engineer (Engine Room), 07694-Q joined the 
Indian Coast Guard on 27 January 1999. 
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2. On 19 August 2013, at about 1830 hrs, Indian Coast Guard Ship(ICGS) Rani Abbakka was 
on International Maritime Boundary Line (IMBL) patrol, approximately 145 nautical mile from the 
nearest land. Weather in the area was Sea state 3-4, winds 20-25 knots, swell 1.5-2.0 metre. The 
ship was experiencing heavy roll and pitch. DS Kumar, chief of the watch, was on rounds of 
underwater compartments. He observed presence of water in bilges inside water jet compartment. 
He immediately started investigating the cause. He observed water under the transom flange of 
Starboard (Stbd) water jet inlet duct. He further went down to the bilges and found water level 
increasing in vicinity of the Inlet duct of Stbd water jet. He informed the occurrence to bridge and 
Technical Officer. Damage control(DC) party was closed up. The sub-officer(SO) with the help of 
Damage control party, started 02 portable submersible pumps placed inside the Water jet 
compartment and commenced pumping out the bilges. The situation at this moment warranted 
immediate search of certain inaccessible areas to rule out any possible breach of water tight 
integrity. The SO, however, realizing the gravity of the situation took upon himself and executed 
backbreaking task by maneouvering through pipelines and confined spaces risking severe injuries 
and threat to self. It is highlighted that the search area is so confined that it is herculean task to 
reach the area even under static conditions. The efforts of the SO resulted into detection of a hole 
which was dangerous for the ship. 

3. The reported leak was from an area which was curved, space constrained and out of direct 
line of sight. It could only be reached by maximum extension of arm with available clearance of 
400 mm between the effected spot and the bottom plate. Only way to contain was by sense of 
touch. Moreover, the adjacent area was suspected to have weakened and insertion of wooden plug 
or shoring could have aggravated the damage. Application of Quick drying cement and steel putty 
failed on two accounts i.e. water pressure and hole being on trough of the inletduct. Finally, DS 
Kumar came out with an innovative method of using Oakum mixed with sealing compound. He 
stuffed a ball of Oakum inside the hole to reduce heavy water ingress so that further repair could be 
done by DC party. 


4. D Suresh Kumar, Uttam Sahayak Engineer (Engine Room), 07694-Q has accredited himself 
well and therefore he is awarded the Tatrakshak Medal (Gallantry).

01015-M. 


CITATION 


Rajinder Singh, Uttam Adhikari (Quarter Armour), 01015-M joined the Indian Coast Guard 
on 31 December 1986. 
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2. Indian Coast Guard Ship Varuna was on deployment since 10 June 2013 and was subjected 
to rough seas with a sea state of 4, swell of 3-4 meters and low visibility during rains. The ship 
received directives to proceed for Search and Rescue (SAR) of MV Asian Express reported adrift 
with main engine failure at about 1030 hrs on 12 June 13 and had shaped direct course of 210-230 
to reduce reaction time and effect rescue in daylight. The ship was directed to prepare for towing 
assistance. This presented a challenge to the ship to prepare for towing operations within 2 hours 
amidst tossing and choppy seas. Where stable footing was becoming difficult, the ship had to take 
out heavy gears for laying out. The evolution required whole hearted and undeterred effort from all 
seamen. The Sub-officer (SO) ensured strict implementation of instructions and orders from Bridge 
despite the heavy rolling of the ship. The SO provided important inputs to the Executive officer in 
laying the towing arrangements onboard, as the arrangement onboard this ship is different from 
other ICG ships of similar class. 


3. On approaching the datum at about 1515 hrs, the master reported flooding and decision to 
abandon ship. As the lifeboat was being launched, the ship was precariously close to the adrift 
vessel with a risk of collision. Understanding the severity of the situation as briefed the SO formed 
a human chain to control the heaving in and slackening of the tow rope as ship maneuvered close. 
The lifeboat steelwire guys of the vessel got entangled in her own hooks and delayed release of the 
launched lifeboat already in water and pounding the vessel’s hull. This required the ship to remain 
close and maneuver. Loosing of tow rope during maneuver might result in making another 
approach and subjecting the lifeboat crew to life threatening risk. There was no margin of error and 
all orders passed to hold, slack and heave were to be executed promptly. The SO displayed 
excellent man management, josh and seaman skills in ensuring continuous connection of the tow. 


4. During embarkation of the lifeboat crew, the heavy swell and tossing seas pounded the 
lifeboat to ship’s hull and embarkation was becoming difficult for the tired and distressed vessel’s 
crew. The SO again displayed his presence of mind and seamanship skills and prepared smaller 
messenger lines/ ropes for collecting personal items, tying of bowline etc and leaned to hold hands 
as the crew embarked. This required physical and mental toughness as ship rolled more than 20-25 
degrees. In the entire SAR operation, 22 crew of MV Asian Express were safely rescued. 


5. Rajinder Singh, Uttam Adhikari (Quarter Armory), 01015-M has accredited himself well 
and therefore he is awarded the Tatrakshak Medal (Gallantry).

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CITATION 

Pradeep Kumar, Uttam Yantrik (Ship Wright), 08171-W joined the Indian Coast Guard on 
05 August 2009. 

2. Indian Coast Guard Ship Samudra Prahari on 06 July 2013, was tasked to undertake fire 
fighting operations on the derelict of MOL Comfort, which had earlier broken into two parts and 
the aft portion of the ship had sunk in the Arabian Sea. The ship had been carrying containers 
including tank containers that had dangerous goods and Hazardous and Noxious Substances. The 
remaining portion of the ship was being towed by Shipping Corporation of India (SCI) Tug Urja, 
when some containers caught fire. Accordingly, ship was involved in rendering fire fighting 
assistance on the derelict from 08 July 2013. 

3. Whilst the ship was undertaking fire fighting operations on 09 July 2013, at about 1130 hrs, 
the Master of SCI Tug Urja intimated the requirement of medical evacuation of the Tug’s Chief 
Engineer. It was thick of the south west monsoon and the prevailing weather conditions in the area 
then was sea state 5, winds of 35-40 knots and 5 meters tall swell. Since tugs expressed inability to 
transfer the patient. It was decided to undertake the medical evacuation utilizing the ships Gemini. 
During the Gemini lowering operations, the quarterdeck was awash with large waves lashing across 
it. Further, the crane was also swaying uncontrollably that posed a dangerous situation for 
personnel on deck. All these mitigating factors were waning the confidence of Boarding party. The 
Enrolled Person(EP), who had volunteered to be a part of the rescue team positioned himself on the 
controls of crane which is located 10 feet above the deck and aptly utilized his acumen and arrested 
the swaying of the crane and attempted to lower the Gemini. The Gemini was lowered with utmost 
care and EP ensured that no one was hurt/injured. This was despite the fact that the ship was rolling 
excessively as a result of which the chain block of the crane was banging against the ship side 
during lowering operation. While recovering the Gemini with one person of the boarding party on 
the Gemini, the crane got stuck in awkward position leading to dangerous swaying of Gemini. The 
EP found that the crane was rendered non-operational due rupturing of a hydraulic hose. Despite 
the adverse weather condition and the resultant perils involved in attempting to rectify the hydraulic 
system of the crane that was located at a height of 14 feet above the deck, the EP exhibited 
exemplary courage and with utter disregard to his personal safety, willingly undertook the task of 
replacing the ruptured hose of the crane, almost single-handedly. The defect was rectified after EP 
arduously toiled and the Gemini was safely recovered with the person on board sustaining no 
injuries. 

4. On 10 July 2013, Gemini was again lowered in extremely rough sea conditions and the 
patient was safely taken on board. The EP was part of the evacuation team. 

5. Pradeep Kumar, Uttam Yantrik (Ship Wright), 08171-W has accredited himself well and 
therefore he is awarded the Tatrakshak Medal (Gallantry). 

6. The Tatrakshak Medal (Gallantry) award is made under Rule 11 (i) of the rules governing 
grant of Tatrakshak Medal and consequently carry with them the special allowance admissible 
under Rule 13 in respect of Coast Guard personnel who have received the Tatrakshak Medal 
(Gallantry) award.
